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Sir: 



Tills election is being made in response to the Office Action dated December 17, 
2003, whicli stated that the application contained embodiments directed to three (3) 
distinct groups. The Office Action required the Applicant, under 35 U.S.C. § 121, to 
elect a single disclosed group for prosecution on the merits. The three groups identified 
in the Office Action are: 

I. Claims 1-29, drawn to Loop-back testing with Comparison, 
classified in class 714, subclass 716; 

II. Claims 30-46 and 48, drawn to Test Circuit Activation whereby 
Lines are Shared in Both Test and Normal Mode, classified in class 
326. subclass 16; and 

III. Claim 47, drawn to Test Circuit Activation using a Specific Circuit 
Element, i.e. a Champ, classified in class 326, subclass 16. 

Pursuant to the restriction requirement, the Applicant elects the prosecution on 

the merits of Group I recited in claims 1-29, drawn to a Loop-back testing with 

Comparison, classified in class 714, subclass 716. 



With the above election, the Applicant respectfully submits that the application is 
in a condition for examination on the merits. An early examination a'nd favorable action 
is respectfully solicited.
